WHEREAS; Wisconsin women have long played an important role in Wisconsin’s agricultural
community, including a growing organic industry and in the conservation of state land; and

WHEREAS; according to the 2017 Census of Agriculture, women make up approximately 35
percent of all agricultural producers in Wisconsin, representing a 16 percent increase in women
producers since the 2012 census; and

WHEREAS; with more than 1,500 organic farms, Wisconsin is a national leader in organic
farming and ranks among the top states for organic hog and pig farms, organic layer chicken
farms, organic vegetable and melon farms, and organic cranberry farms; and

WHEREAS; Wisconsin’s women farmers place a high priority on educating kids about family
farms, where food comes from, and the importance of stewarding land; and

WHEREAS; the inspiring stories behind Wisconsin women farmers are far too often overlooked,
making it difficult for young women who are interested in farming to find role models and
discover the full range of career options available; and

WHEREAS; this week, the state of Wisconsin joins women farmers across the state in
celebrating the essential contributions they make to sustainable and organic agricultural
communities and to the prosperity of Wisconsin’s agriculture industry as a whole;
